0 get a snapshot of nursing here 

at Rush, we recently spent a 

few hours following Grace 
Villanueva, RN, a nurse on 9 South 
Atrium and a recipient of the Luther 
Christman Clinical Excellence award. 
The unit treats patients with multiple 
medical problems such as renal disease, 
as well as some surgical patients. And 
Grace is not only a nurse — a tough 
enough job on its own — she juggles 
her work schedule at Rush with 
challenging classes at Rush University 
College of Nursing — where she is 
close to completing her family nurse 
practitioner doctorate. While there is no 
“typical” day and Rush has many dif- 
ferent types of nurses, here’s a glimpse 
at one day in a floor nurse’s life. 


If you want to keep up with Grace 
Villanueva, better put on your running 
shoes. On any given day, Villanueva is 
constantly on the move — acting as an 
advocate for her patients by talking with 
them and their families, checking their 
charts or lab results, administering drugs, 
talking with doctors and raising red flags. 

One elderly woman who is hard of 
hearing and has trouble walking on her 
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own is trying to get up by herself just as 
Villanueva enters her room. Villanueva 
talks loudly, but sweetly, to the woman, 
reminding her to sit down. “Can you 
please promise me to stay here?” 
Villanueva says. Wearing a stethoscope 
around her neck and a Tweety bird decal 
on her white Rush coat pocket, she also 
points out the call button, saying, “Use 
this red button if you need anything and 
we'll do it for you, okay” And the 
woman agrees. 

On this particular Friday, 
Villanueva is responsible not only for

this woman and three other patients; 
she’s also acting as charge nurse on the 
37-bed floor. 

One of her duties as charge nurse is 
to be a leader, finding solutions to any 
floor-wide issues or problems that come 
up during the day. She matches up 
patients with nurses, all the while mak- 
ing sure to maintain an equal workload 
among the nursing staff. Villanueva car- 
ries around a cheat sheet as a reminder of 
how many patients are on the floor and 
the schedule for dispensing medicines, 
procedures or treatments to her patients.

A day in the life 
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Ideally, the charge nurse takes one 
fewer patient than the other nurses, but 
this isn’t possible today. Early in the day, 
the unit has 28 patients with seven 
nurses and three patient care techni- 
cians. Each nurse is responsible for four 
patients. That’s a pretty good ratio, but 
not great if the unit gets more patients 
later in the day, Villanueva says. 

On this unit, as in many other 
areas of the hospital, there often aren’t 
any more nurses to add to a shift. 

“This floor is a revolving door for 
nurses,” Villanueva says. “They gain a 
strong foundation in nursing here but 
when they lose interest or realize their 
interests are different, they go some- 
where else where there isn’t as heavy a 
patient load or where the problems are 
not as complex.” 

Villanueva typically works two 12- 
hour days and two eight-hour days each 
week. 

Shortly after checking on all of her 
patients, Villanueva goes back to the 
nurse’s station to review any new doc- 
tor’s orders, such as changes in medical 
treatment. 

After checking one chart, she spots 
a red flag. Villanueva goes back to check 
the lab results to confirm her suspicion: 
One of her patients, who has chronic 
obstructive pulmonary disease, is receiv- 
ing too much oxygen. If left unchecked, 
this would lead to serious complications. 
To handle the problem, Villanueva calls 
the resident responsible for the patient 
and reminds the doctor of the patient’s 
pre-existing condition. The doctor 
agrees with Villanueva’s suggestion. 

Along with caring for patients in 
the hospital, nurses play the essential 
role of teaching patients how to help 
themselves at home, particularly in the 
face of a serious illness, Villanueva says. 
She remembers another day when she 
found a patient scheduled to be dis- 
charged crying alone in her room. The 
woman told Villanueva that she was 
frightened to be leaving with a chronic 
disease because she didn’t know how to 


care for herself at home. To ease the 
woman’s worries, Villanueva gathered all 
of the Rush patient education informa- 
tion she could find about the disease, 
along with information from reputable 
medical websites. Villanueva also paged 
the patient’s doctors to come and see the 
patient right away. “All of these things 
helped to prepare her to go home,” 
Villanueva says. 

Villanueva’s supervisor, clinical nurse 
coordinator Judy O’Keefe, RN, says she’d 
like to-clone Villanueva. “Grace is won- . 
derful,” O’Keefe says. “She takes initia- 
tive; she’s a go-getter with good problem- 
solving skills. She’s seen as a leader by 
her peers and she works to be part of the 
solution, rather than just identifying a 
problem.” 

Villanueva, who received her bache- 
lors of science in nursing from Rush 
University College of Nursing, has 
worked at Rush for five years, moving up 
from a nurse’s assistant to registered nurse. 
She’s close to completing her family nurse 
practitioner doctorate, which Rush pays 
for because Villanueva is an employee. 
After she completes her doctorate, also 
through the College of Nursing,

Villanueva plans to work in a family prac- 
tice. So along with her busy work sched- 
ule, she has a full day of classes at Rush 
every Wednesday and plenty of studying 
to do when she gets home. 

Despite the hectic pace, she loves 
her job. “As a nurse, I deal with every 
aspect of care — the physical, social and 
emotional needs,” she says. “I go home 
every day satisfied that I spoke up for my 
patients and helped them.”

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illinois APNs get legat recognition

llinois Advanced Practice Nurses 

(APNs) have finally achieved legal 

recognition of their practice roles. For 
many years, Illinois APNs have practiced 
under vague language in the Illinois Nurse 
Practice Act that described their practice 
as “nursing and all of its specialties.” 
Although the intent of the law at the time 
was to recognize the four practice groups, 
clinical nurse specialists, nurse 
anesthetists, nurse midwives and nurse 
practitioners, the nebulous nature of the 
language created many problems for 
Illinois APNs. 

For the past 15 years, Illinois APNs 
have recognized the need for more specific 
recognition in state law. Various groups 
over the years have attempted to move 
this forward. It was not until the Illinois 
Nursing Act was to undergo a mandatory, 
scheduled review four years ago that the 
issue was back in the forefront. 

I am glad to report that finally, 
Illinois APNs can apply for advanced 
practice licensure. The law and the rules 
and regulations that assist in the imple- 
mentation of the law have finally been 
approved. On March 27, 2001, the APN 
license application was made available. . 
The application can be downloaded 
from the Illinois Department of Profes- 
sional Regulation (IDPR) web site at 
www.dpr.state.il.us. 


What this means for illinois APNs 
First of all, it means that advanced prac- 
tice titles are now protected. Only those 
individuals who have met the criteria for 
licensure as an Advance Practice Nurse as 
a Clinical Nurse Specialist (CNS), 
Certified Nurse Midwife (CNM), 
Certified Registered Nurse Anesthetist 
(CRNA) or Certified Nurse Practitioner 
(NP) may use those titles. 


Who is eligible 
Those Illinois licensed nurses who cur- 
rently practice in advanced practice roles 


and intend to continue 
doing so must apply 
for an APN license. 

If you do not do this, 
you may not use your 
advanced practice title 
once IDPR determines 
an enforcement date 
for this law, which will 
likely be late summer of 2001. 

In general, the law requires APNs 
to be both master’s prepared and certi- 
fied by a nationally recognized creden- 
tialing body. Since many APNs do not 
meet both of these criteria, a grandfa- 
thering period has been established. At 
this time, the grandfathering period ends 
July 1, 2001. Issues of greatest concern 
related to this grandfather period for Rush 
alumni are those individuals who have 
not completed a master’s or doctoral 
degree in their specialty area but graduat- 
ed from one of the many hospital-based, 
certificate programs offered by the hospi- 
tal in the 1960s and 1970s. Those indi- 
viduals will need to apply for their license 
before July 1, 2001 or risk never being 
able to be licensed as an APN in Illinois, 
unless they return to school to obtain a 
master’s degree. 

The new Illinois law requires a col- 
laborative agreement for CNSs, CNMs 
and NPs. This is an agreement whereby a 
physician and APN agree on the cate- 
gories of care, treatment and procedures 
that the APN will be allowed to perform. 
A sample of this agreement can be found 
on the IDPR web site. CRNAs are not 
required to have a collaborative agree- 
ment unless they provide services that 
require prescriptive authority. 

With regard to prescriptive authority, 
Illinois APNs may have delegated pre- 
scriptive authority for legend and legend 
controlled drugs in categories IIT-IV. This 
is defined in the collaborative agreement. 
Furthermore, these APNs will be required 
to obtain a controlled substance license 
if they are going to prescribe schedule 
[ILIV drugs. At no time may an Illinois 
APN independently prescribe schedule

L-II drugs. An application for an Illinois 


controlled substance license can be 
downloaded from the IDPR web site. 
Once the APN has obtained both an 
Illinois APN license and an Illinois con- 
trolled substance license, he or she will 
be required to obtain a federal Drug 
Enforcement Agency number. 

Because the grandfather period is 
limited, please alert all APNs about this 
impending change in the law and 
encourage them to complete their appli- 
cations as soon as possible. As nurses, 
we should all be proud of this accom- 
plishment!

1. Completed APN license application 

2. Current Illinois registered nurse license 

3. Proof of current national certification, 
which includes completion of an exam- 
ination (go to IDPR web site for com- 
plete list of approved certifications) 

4. Proof of completion of a post basic edu- 
cational program in the specialty (after 
July 1, 2001 this must be a master’s 
degree in the specialty) 

5. A complete work history 

. Certification from other states in which 
he or she currently holds an APN 
license 

7. Required initial fee of $125

I am so grateful to the Woman’s 
Board for choosing the College of 
Nursing for this endowment, which 
will open doors for many students 
considering coming to Rush. 

The debt facing today’s nursing 
students can be staggering, and there 
is no doubt that high tuition costs are 
largely to blame for the shrinking pool 
of nursing students that we are experi- 
encing — not just at Rush, but around 
the country. Everything we do to 
alleviate this burden, now and into 
the future, will benefit both Rush 
and the nation. 

We all know that the nursing 
shortage is profound and enduring. 
With this endowment, when we go out 
to high schools to recruit, we can assure 
our potential student body that we do 
have financial help available. This will 
help us to continue to attract good stu- 
dents, who otherwise might not be able 
to afford to come here. 

Unfortunately, student debt isn’t 
the only problem we face today. A 
nursing shortage poses a major threat 
for our future — as health care 
providers and as individuals. By 2010, 
the nursing shortage will be at an all- 
time crisis level because nurses contin- 
ue to retire while enrollments in under- 
graduate programs in nursing continue 
to decline. 

However, as alumni, you are a 
powerful group to help spread the word 
about the importance of the nursing 
profession and the value of a Rush- 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s education. We 


all know that nursing can be challeng- 


ing, but it is also a highly satisfying 
career and a very sophisticated one. 

So I am asking for your help. 
At the College, we are kicking off a 
new program called the Rush Alumni 
Recruitment Effort, RARE for short — 
a comprehensive student recruitment 
strategy through grassroots marketing 
and communication.

If public speaking is not your forte, 
simply putting up a sign or poster at a 
local community college or organiza- 
tion would get the word out about the 
value of an education at the College 
of Nursing. (Rush will supply those 
to you.) 

These are just a few examples of 
the ongoing RARE efforts. We need 
your help to come up with even more 
exciting ideas.

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St. Luke’s dolls rekindle memories, history for alums «scr. 


With curly brown yarn hair, plastic 
eyes and embroidered smiles, a few 
visitors to this year’s homecoming 
banquet and tea made quite an 
impression. Along with 205 Rush- 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s alumni, 10 
handmade dolls “attended” the June 
8 events to honor the 60th reunion 


of St. Luke’s class of 1941. 


But they didn’t walk in on their own. 
They were carried in by Doris Fuller 
Cabrera, St. Luke’s ’41 (A), and her 
classmates. Cabrera created the dolls, 
which look like miniature St. Luke’s 
nurses, as gifts for her classmates. “I 
wanted to do something for our class 
that would remind us of our time at 
St. Luke’s,” she says. Five of the 73 


graduates attended the reunion. 


She treasures her years at St. Luke’s — 
especially because her time there 
opened many doors for her. “When I 
came to St. Luke’s from Idaho, it was 
my first big train ride. I was just past 
18. At first, | was so homesick. But I 
knew I wanted to leave the small 
town | grew up in and have a career. 
I wanted to do something with my 
life,” she says. 


One of nine children, Cabrera also 
remembers her father’s advice before 
she arrived at St. Luke’s — that 
becoming a nurse would provide her 
with endless opportunities. “He told 
me, ‘You'll always have a job because 
no matter where you go, there will 
always be sick people. Marriage is not a 
sure thing to depend on,” she says.

the St. Luke's dollmakers, Doris Fuller Cabrera and Evalyn Small Mikes. Next are a couple of the lucky

She lost her homesickness once she 
began learning procedures on the 
floors of St. Luke’s and meeting other 
nursing students. Eventually, that first 
train ride to St. Luke’s led her to 
many others. Shortly after leaving St. 
Luke’s, she served as an army nutse in 
World War II and was stationed in 
England, Italy, France, North Africa, 
Japan and Korea. 


For Cabrera, it seemed so appropriate 
on her class’s 60th anniversary to 
create the dolls because of the special 
attention that was paid to the St. 
Luke’s uniforms when she was a 
student. It was commonplace at St. 
Luke’s for head nurses to conduct dress 
and hat inspections for cleanliness and 
neatness. They especially paid atten- 
tion to collars, hats, buttons and the 
straps on the-back of the uniforms. 


Beginning in January, Cabrera set out 
to make the dolls, paying attention to 
every detail. She already had a pattern 


for the dolls so she sewed and stuffed 
those. Her next hurdle was to draw a 
pattern for the uniform. To do that, 
she looked closely at a graduation pic- 
ture of herself in her St. Luke’s uni- 
form to remember the style of the 
pleats, the collar and the buttons. She 
made sure to include a high 1-inch 
hem on the uniforms, much like the 
14-inch hem on her actual graduation 
uniform. She embroidered a blue cross 
on the left sleeve. And she rolled 
brown yarn on her fingers into ringlets 


for the dolls’ hair. 


In March, she sent the dolls to her 
classmate Evalyn Small Mikes — 
who added some important finishing 
touches — the trademark St. Luke’s 
cap and pin. 


“The dolls bring back a lot of memo- 
ries,” Mikes says, especially because 
making the hats by hand was nothing 
new to her. “As St. Luke’s students, 
we had to make our own hats with 32

of science in nursing completion program 
conveniently combines online courses (100 
percent online) with clinical practica. 
Moreover, Rush's new doctor of nursing 
degree, which focuses on developing busi- 
ness and leadership skills, also offers 100 
percent of its nonclinical courses online. By 
providing so many courses electronically, we 
are helping nurses to earn advanced degrees 
without taking them away from their duties 
at the institutions where they are employed. 


There are a number of new research projects 


being conducted at the college this year. One 


that I'd like to share with you was developed 
by Julia Muennich Cowell, PhD, RN, chair of 
the department of community and mental 
health nursing. Her grant was funded in the 
amount of $1.7 million over four years to 
study school-based interventions for 
Mexican-American mothers and children. 
Through home and school visits, nurses will 
work closely with Mexican-American moth- 
ers and children to teach problem-solving 
skills. The grant proposes that due to these 
interventions, the children’s mental health, 
school attendance and achievement will 
improve, along with each family's problem- 
solving skills.
